The Russian Lett Pekin, July 7, Day After Alleged Massacre, and 


Reports Legations were All Destrayed Then, Ministers 


Kill Their Families; Sir Robert Hart Committed Suicide 


WASHINGTON, .uly 28—Consul Fowler at 


Chefoo wires that in response to a message of in- 
quiry regarding the ministers at Pekin, Yun, the 
governor of Shan Tung, replied on the 26th: 


"Have today received an edict from the em- 


peror saying that the ministers are well. They are 
sending provisions to the legations. Am confident 
the ministers are out of distress and request you 
transmit this announcement to the admirals." 


A despatch from Mr. Fowler, dated the 27th, 


states that he has received another despatch from 
Governor Yun telling of the safety of the ministers. 


Consul McWade at Canton wires Secretary 


Hay that Vicerov Tak informs him the ministers at 
Pekin were well on the 24th. 


PARIS, July 28—The Chinese minister at Paris, 


1fu Keng". has received the following imperial decree 
dated July 24: 


"The 
foreign ministers are happily at present 


safe and sound, except Von Ketteler. We are hav- 
ing the foreign legations supplied with provisions 
and fruits as a token of the interest we feel in them." 


LONDON, July 28—The Daily Mail's Shang- 


hai correspondent telegraphs that a Russian banker, 
who left Pekin July 7 and arrived at Shanghai the 
25th says that when he left Pekin all the legations 
had been destroyed and all the foreign ministers 
murdered. 


The ministers, seeing death inevitable, shot 


their families. 


Sir Robert Hart, adds the'*dispatch, committed 


suicide. 


The full text of the Daily Mails telegrair. follows: 
"Shanghai, July 28—Newspapers here publish a statement by an influential 
banker, residing in Pekin near the British legation, who arrived in Shanghai, 
July 25, having left Pekin, July 7. 


"He states that the legations were then destroyed. 
"All the foreigners had disappeared, and he could not say positively if they 


tt&d been murdered as he was too frightened to inquire. 


The Mail's correspondent proceeds: "Investigations prove this informa- 


tion is reliable. The banker in questionhas gone to Nine Po. His friends will 
not disclose his name, fearing that to do so would cause him to lose his head. 


"The manager of a Russian bank of Shanghai has received letters from the 


bank's New Chang branch, stating that one of their Chinese representatives 
from 
Pekin, 
who 
had 
just 
arrived, confirmed the report of the Pekin 


rr.assacre. 


"Although this messenger had been tortured his story had not changed. 
"He states that all foreign ministers1 were murdered. 
"Seeing death was inevitable, as the Chinese swarmed into th.e legations, the 


ministers killed their families at the last moment. 


"Sir Kobert Hart, in despair, committed suicide. 


London, July 
28—The 
statementcabled from Washington that the offi- 


cials there are wavering- with regard to the reliability of the alleged mes- 
sage from Minister Conger and Wu Ting Pang's assurances has had a marked- 
ly depressing effect on this side of the ocean, where many have been buoyed 
up by the sanguine views of the state department at Washington regarding 
the various Shanghai dispatches, and pessism is again gaining in, the ascen- 
dency. 


"No improvement in the general situation" is the message one agency 


brings from the British consul-general at Shanghai to overwrought Europe, 
while another asserts that as the week has elapsed without a reply to the con- 
sul's message to the British minister at 
Pekin, Sir Claude MacDonald, 


through the tsung H yanien, (Chinese foreign office) the belief is confirmed 
that the assurances of the Chinese officials are only designed to gain time and 
that even if the ministers are alive they are held as hostages. 


As commentators pertinently remark, if there is an atom of truth in all the 


Chinese asseverations, the Chinese officials have only to supply the legations, 
not with vegetables but with telegraph blanks. 


Definite news of any kind is scarce. A report comes from Shanghai that busi- 


ness has been resumed at the port of New Chawang and that the second 
Japanese division is mobilizing at Tc-kio, preparatory to embarking for China. 


London, July 28—Through' a Yokohoma dispatch the government has re- 


ceived informatlonthat China attacked a body of Japanese in the vicinity of 
An Tong, on the north side of Yalu river. Refugees have arrived at Wlku. 
jopanese reinforcements were proceeding to< the scene of the conflict. 


The latest ne\vs received at St. Petersburg from Blagovstchensk was dated 


July 23. The Russian ,arrison had been resuppllod with ammunition and 
would be able to hold out until reinforced.

KILLED 


missionaries Slaughtered at Pao Ting 


Fu, Near City or Fekln 


"Washington, Jnly 28—The following- 


dispatch has been received at the state 
department from Consul Gen'«.vl Good- 
now at Shanghai, dated July 27:— 


"An official telegram received here 


on the ISth said that all f ireigners and 
many native Christians had been killed 
at Pao Ting Fu, 
The m'uslons are 


burned. 
Americans—Simeon family, 


Taylor, Pekin (Fitkin), Misses Gould, 
Muril. The customs office reports dis- 
turbances at Yunan yesterday." 


Tho dispatch confirming the reports 


of yesterday, says the New York Her- 
ald, that all of the missionaries at Pao- 
Ting-Fu had been massacred is the 
first definite news of the murder of any 
American missionaries. The only pre- 
vious reports of the killing of any of 
the workers in the missionary field were 
those of Messrs Norman and Brooks, 
Elghsh missionaries; of Bi&hop Fantoz- 
zatti and some Italian priests1, and of 
several Roman Catholics at Mukden. 


Ten adults and six children of foreign 


descent, most of whom were Americans, 
are known to have remained at Pao- 
Ting-Fu. Though their mission build- 
ings had been burned, both the Tao- 
tai and the viceroy of Chili promised to 
protect them, notwithstanding that the 
Boxer movement originated and show- 
ed its greatest strength in that region. 


There were then: about 20 missionaries 


connected with the mkissions at Pao- 
Ting-Fu. The stations belonged to the 
Presbyterian board of foreign missions, 
to the American board of commission- 
ers of foreign missions (Congregation- 
al) and to the China inland mission of 
England. 


Several missionaries refused to trust 


the Chinese viceroy and fled to the 
coast, escaping to Japan and Corea. 
But there remained in Pao-Ting-Fu 
until too late ^o escape the following 
persons:

American Government Losing Faith in China while Faith of 


Other Governments Has Slightly Increased, Kaiser Advises 


German Troops to Give No Quarter to Chinese Soldiers 


Washington, July 28.—Minister Wu 


expresses incredulity regarding the stor- 
ies cabled Cram Shanghai of edicts Is- 
sued by the imperial government which 
eeemed tantamount to a declaration of 
war. The Chinese minister said that he 
put Mttte faith in such report*, not so 
much doubting- the Intentions oif the cor- 
respondents as questioning the accuracy 
of their translation*.

In Pekin and London, and that the min- 
isters are safe, ftowever this may be, it 
Is quite cert^n that the attempts of the 
French, Italian and other consuls to get 
direct replies from Pekin have utterly 
failed, and it is pointed out that the 
ability to supply the legations with fruit 
and vegetables Involvas the conclusion 
that communication is not impeded by 
the Boxers. 


Thus, despite the dally alternation of 


hopes and fears, the reiterated Chinese 
assertions of the safety of the ministers 
fall to carry conviction, and the de- 
cision of the United States not to delay 
military measures Is approved as .the 
only possible course to pursue. 
The 


Dally News says that negotiations with 
the Chinese authorities, if there be any 
authority in China, are useless. 


It turns out that as early as July 12 an 


appeal from the Emperor of China to 
Queen Victoria for mediation, dated July 
8, was handed to the Marquis of Balis- 
bury; and it is understood that the other 
powers were not communicated with 
until July 20.

New Orleans, July 28.—The desperate 


negro, Robert Charles, whose crimes 
cave c&usod the terrible events of the 
past few days, was located In a negro's 
dwelling on Saratdga street Friday, and 
in effecting his capture the lives of four 
more white men—two police officers and 
two citizens—were sacrificed. Charles' 
resistance cost him his life, and with him 
was killed a negrcr companion who had 
aided him in his war on the whites and 
his defiance of the authorities. 


The fre£»h violence of Friday revived 


the turbulence of the unruly element 
and added strength to their forces. The 
citizen police force has been Increased 
to over 1000 men^ 
All the companies of 


the state militia are under arms, and 
guarding the prisons and other import- 
ant points. 


A complete list of casualties shows 


that six negroes and fpur whites have 
been kUled, stnd 10 negroes and 30 whites 
wounded since the trouble began. 


Charles was smoked out of his hiding 


place in the heart of the residence sec- 
tion of the city and literally shot to 
pieces. The tragedy was one of the most 
remarkable in the history of the city, 
and 20,000 people were gathered ar»und 
the square in which Charles was finally 
put to death. 


Sergeant Gabriel Porteoue and Ser- 


geant John F. Laily were informed dar- 
ing the day by a negiro that Charles w«s 
in hiding in a house on Clio street. De- 
termining to take him alive If possible, 
the officers summoned a number of pa» 
trolTntn to their assistance and went to 
the house where Charles was supposed 
to be in concealment. The informant of 
the policemen accompanied the officers. 
They entered the side alley of the house 
and were surprised in practically the 
same way ag were Day and Lamb. Be* 
fore tbjB officers were aware of their 
danger, Charles ral»ed his Winchester 
anfl started a furious fire. Lally fell 
with a bullet In the right side of the ab- 
domen. Porteous was shot through the 
head and dropped d«ad aoroes the body 
of Lally. The other officers and the 
negro fled from the scene. 


The reports of Charles' Winchester 


»nd the fact that two officers lay bleedi- 
Ing in the yard raised tremendous ex- 
citement. In a-Jfttle whl^ there was an 
immense armed orowd encircling the 
square in which Charles was located, 
"in the meantime Father Fitzgerald of 
St. John's oburoh was summoned to ad- 
minister extreme unction to the police 
officers who were lying in the alley. The 
priest responded, and he was anointing 
the body of Porteous, with Alfred J. 
Bloomfleldra boy, standing by his side, 
•when Charles appeared at the window. 
The lad begged the desperado not to 
shoot him. Charles immediately fired 
and Bloomfield fell dead. The priest, 
unhurt, left the scene after performing 
the last offices for the dead officers.

pose to be captured without selling his 
life dearly. Time after time he came to 
the window and as citizens, one by one, 
entered the alley, he blazed away at 
them. In this rnamner A. S. Leclere, F. 
H. Evans, John Banville and George H. 
Lyons were wounded. 


At this time the extra police began to 


fire indiscriminately at the negro. Andy 
Van Kuren, keeper of the police Jail, grot 
a bullet in the body and fell dead. Juat 
afterward H. H. Ball, aged 65, was hit 
and mortally wounded. 


About the same time, with Charles 


firing his Winchester indiscriminately, 
Frank Bartucci received a shot in tha 
left shoulder and J. W. Boflt got a bullet 
in the right hand. Ultimately it was 
concluded by those who were handling 
the situation that the only way to get 
Charles was to burn the building in 
which he was entrenched. Some one 
•went to a neighboring- grocery, pur- 
chased a can of oil, and pouring it over 
the rear steps of the building-, applied a 
match and soon had the building in 
flames. Soon Charles ran out of th« 
house across the yard and entered tha 
second room. A young soldier named 
Anderson, armed with a Winchester 
rifle, shot the negro in the breast and he 
fell and died soon afterward. 


As soon as the negro fell numbers of 


people armed with Winchesters and re« 
volvers rushed in and fired into the body. 
Charles was literally shot to pieces. 
After it was certain that he was dead a 
mob entered the yard and dragged the 
body into the street. The police and the 
mob emptied their revolvers into it, 
while a son of one of the murdered men 
rushed up and stamped the face beyond 
recognition. 


Shortly after the body of Charles had 


been taken from the scene a report 
spread that there was still some negroes 
in the building, and in a room which the 
fire had r.ot yet reached three negroes 
were found dressed in female attire. 
They were hustled out and immediately 
went to prison.' Subsequently a fourth 
H>egro, a mulatto, was discovered in the 
Duilding. 
He made a desperate resist- 


ance againstj being arrested, and was 
killed.

Just about the time that Charles' body 


reached the morgue, the body of an un- 
known negiw, who had bppn shot and 
Btabbed to death on Gallatin street, was 
carried in. 
This darkey was passing 


through the French market, when he 
was seen by a crowd of whites. 
The 


latter were intensely excited by the news 
ef the slaughter of Porteous and others, 
and they immediately mobbed him. 
' At a late hour last night a mob at- 
tacked tha Thorny Lafon schoolhouse, 
upon the supposition that negroes had 
stored arms and ammunition in the 
building. They flred the structure, de- 
•troying it completely.

Interesting Reminiscence! of tbe 


Last Assault of tbe Allied Forces. 
"It will prove of the greatest interest 


to contrast the proposed march of the 
allied forces upon Peking during the 
present insurrection and the last expe- 
dition in which our armed hosts camp- 
ed before the gates of the great wall 
which surrounds the ancient capital of 
China," said an attache in the foreign 
diplomatic service to a Washington 
Star reporter, "and when they demand- 
ed at the mouth of their guns the sur- 
render of the imprisoned Englishmen 
and the future protection of foreigners- 
in the Celestial empire. 


"The change in the conditions Is ex- 


traordinary, and it is safe to assert 
that momentous consequences will re- 
sult from the present conflict In I860 
the treaty of peace provided for the 
payment of §5,000,000 indemnity to 
England and a smaller amount to 
France. In some quarters it is now 
proposed to make an indemnity, if de- 
manded, run up into the hundreds of< 
millions. The Chinese and the British 
and the French forces clashed in Can- 
ton in 185T. The allied forces consist- 
ed of but about 5,000 British and 1,000 
French troops. The United States was 
represented by naval vessels. The al- 
lied forces lost 10 killed 'and 100 
wounded. The viceroy at Canton had 
ueiltju British authority and had placed 
a price of §30 upon each British h0ad, 
which he afterward increased to $100. 


"In 1860 the allied forces occupied 


Tien-tsin without resistance, in strong 
contrast with the present occupation 
with its heavy and bloody loss. Nego- 
tiations ensued between Peking and 
the foreign commanders with such un- 
satisfactory results ttiat on Oct. 6 of 
the same year they marched on the 
capital, making the distance in four 
days. 
Mr. Parkes, representing the 


British, and a party had been sent 
ahead to Tungchow. They were seized 
and subjected to the grossest indigni- 
ties and tortures. Out of the 26 mea 
in the party but 13 were rescued alive 
when, forcing their way to Peking, the 
allied troops compelled the imperial 
government to come to terms. 


"Among those who were thus tor- 


tnred were the secretary of the British 
legation and Sir Robert Hart They, 
were placed in cages in which they, 
could not stand erect exposed to tha 
taunts of the populace and tortured 
with sharp sticks and redhot irons. 
Yet the 
se afterward made Sir 


Robert a mandarin of the first class, 
entitled to wear a y 
iw jacket and 


otherwise honored. 
^ 
is worthy of 


note that Mr. "Warde, * ae American 
minister, who ha* proceeded to Peking 
in slow ox carts at the outset of the 
trouble, was refused an audience with 
the emperor because he would not ko- 
tow before his majesty. 
Upon Mr. 


Warde's return to Shanghai he report- 
ed that the position of the British gov- 
ernment should be sustained. 


"Some of the more violent papers 


have demanded that the Forbidden 
City, the imperial residence, should be 
destroyed and the graves of the em- 
peror's ancestors be plowed up. Of 
course no such extreme measures will 
be taken, but it is of importance to re- 
call at this juncture that the British in 
1860 destroyed the summer palace of 
the emperor. This action was at the 
time condemned abroad, but justified 
upon the ground that the barbarities 
Inflicted upon British subjects had been 
such as to deserve-signal punishment 
and that no other course would have so 
effectually humbled the imperial gov- 
ernment with so little barm to the peo- 
ple. 


"Forty years ago 5,000 allied troops 


marched practically unobstructed from 
Tien-tsin to Peking. Today an army 
of 80,000 is demanded, with large gar- 
risons at Tien-tsin and immense fleets 
at Taku, before a forward step can be 
taken." ,

AS DAAft AS BEFORE 


Another week closes without definite 


information concerning the fate of the 
ministers and other foreigners at Pekin 
and without a single bit of betterment 
in the Chinese situation. Suspicion of 
China increases throughout the civil- 
ized world and even in "Washington, 
where hope was entertained after all 
others had abandoned it, the officials 
are slowly coming to the conclusion that 
Chinese statements 
cannot be relied 


upon and that there is little if any- 
thing to build hope upon. 


Concerning the advance on Pekin, it 


does not seem nearer than it was- a 
week ago. Perfect unity is not found 
among the powers, and the time con- 
sumed in adjustments has been taken 
advantage 
of by the Chinese, ap- 


parently, to increase their strength at 
the capital. We receive the same old 
story daily, that the allies are not 
strong enough to venture to Pekin. It 
seems from present information, that 
waiting for reinforcements does not 
help the allies. To one man added to 
the allies the Chinese get forward 10 
to oppose him. How long this will last 
can only be conjectured. 


The United States has firmly refused 


the half-formal Chinese proposition to 
Uelay or abandon military operations 
J>n condition that the envoys said to be 
alive in Pekin be delivered to the allies 
at Tien Tsin. This indicates a strong 
course on the part of the United States 
and will tend to better harmony among 
the powers. The powers- had come to 
suspect the United States of being far 
too conciliatory. 


While looking on the almost unreliev- 


ed dark side of the posture of affairs 
We should give a glance at what there 
is on which to base a hope. All there 
is of this is mere Chinese assurances 
that the ministers are safe and the 
word of Li Hung Chang that they are 
under escort to Tien Tsin and should 
arrive there Sunday. For the truth of 
these we must wait. 


On top of all comes reliable news of 


the murder of the first band of Amert? 
•can missionaries at Pao-Ting-Fu, a 
prominent town south-west of Pekin 
some 150 miles. - 


ADJIUBAL KEMPFF'S CONDUCT 


Vtae official letter from Rear Admiral 


*«npff, dated at Taku, June 20, and 
just made jmblie by the navy depart- 
ment, touches so concisely and, soundly 
upon the United States' naval action 
In the beginning of the Chinese diffi- 


* 
culty that it deserves careful readin* 
from all Americans. The brief letter 
follows: 


"Referring to my recent actions in 


declining to take part in. the seizure 
of the Taku forts and in afterward 
making common cause with the for- 
eign forces in the protection of for- 
eign life and property, I would re- 


i apectfully state that the Chinese gov- 


ernment is now paralyzed, and the se- 
cret edicts show that it is in sym- 
pathy with the boxers. 


The fact that under the existing- cir- 


cumstances, th« troops at the forts 
were given much extra drills, torpedoes 
Were provided, and, it 's claimed, plant- 
ed in the entrance of the Pel Ho, was 
considered menacing1 and, by other 
senior naval officers, suinclent cause to 
justify them in demanding the tem- 
porary occupation of the forts. This 
culminated in the bombardment of the 
forts by other foreign gunboats on the 
morning of the 17th instant—which has 
been described. In this oombardment 
the Monocacy was 
nr»cl upon and 


struck without having received pre- 
vious wominz. 


It is now necessary V> Join with tre 


other foonei*rn powers for common de- 
' 
fense and r^isBervation of foreign, peo- 
ple and the honoc of our country. 


I refused to join in taking possession 


of the imperial Chinese railway station, 
and also declined to Join in the de- 
mand for temporary occupation of the 
Taku forts, for I thought H aguinst the 
policy and wishes of our government to 


y b« entangled with other foreign powers 
^ in aueh a step, and also beoauae it en- 


dangered the lives of people in the In- 
terior in advance of absolute neces- 
sity; for up to early morning1 of June 
17 the Chinese government had not 
committed, so far as I am aware, any 
act of o**en hostilities toward the for- 
eign armed forces. 


In opening fire without warning an 


act of war was committed, when many 
shots were fired at the place where the 
Monocacy 
was 
moored—about 
8000 


yards from the forts. Those firing must 
have known of her presence there, as 
she had been moored' in that position 
for a number <if days. 


Under these circumstances I regarded 


the situation as one for the protection 
of the national honor and the preserva- 
tion of our people, and have acted ac- 
cordingly. 


The judgment exhibited by Rear Ad- 


miral Kempff in not taking part in, the 
bmbardment of the Taku forts is uni- 
versally commended, though, indeed, 
there seems to have been cause for such 
action in the war-like preparations be- 
ing1 made by the Chinese. It was clear 
to the commanders that the Chinese 
were making it impossible for foreign 
ships of war to enter the river without 
great danger, thereby making it moet 
perilous for the naval forces to do much 
in aiding in the rescue of the forelRTi- 
esr at Pekini. This rescue was fhen 
thought possible and deemed unavoid- 
able. To have suffered i-he Chinese de- 
fense to continue would havs been to 
permit a greater isolaton of the for- 
eigners an'd given increased advantage 
to an already fairly well declared foe. 
But there is no fault to be found with 
Admiral Kempff's restraint. 


The admiral though was full of right- 


ing blood and prepared to strike when 
strike was necessary. When the Mono- 
cacy 
was fired, upon and struck 


Kempff took off his coat. That firing 
was an act of "open" hostility and 
then it was time to move "for the j>ro- 
ection of the national honor and the 
preservation of our people."

That 
weak young man is about as busy writ- 
ing appeals as 'Aguinaldo once was 
writing .proclamations. 
Ten to one 


Kwang Hsu never saw the appeals. 


The national or gold democarts have 


chosen Charles Tracey of New York 
as chairman, after kicking out the anti- 
imperialistic proposition, of uniting for 
a thhd ticket, and. have declared them- 
selves in favor of a vigorous campaign 
for "sound money." Headquarters will 
be established in Indianapolis. The 
gold men are determined to continue 
on that terrible cross much to the 
chagrin of Mr. Bryan of LhicolA, Neb. 


It is of interest to note that the lead- 


ing book and magazine uublishers of 
the country have taken the D'-eiiminary 
steps in forming themselves into a 
trust. The head of the house of Scrib- 
ner is to be the president of the com- 
bination and G B. M. Hevery, the grow- 
ing power in the publishing world, is to 
be the treasurer. What the combina- 
tion hopes to do is not defined, but the 
leaders say its aim is for the practice of 
certain economies that may be the bet- j 
ter observed with the publishers in the 
associated form. It was reported that 
one of these economies was to be the 
keeping down of royalties to authors, 
but this the leading spirits of the com- 
bine hastened to deny.

SEEN AND HEARD. 


Should the bon*s of the Colgrove jem- 


etry colony come to life again just now 
they would awake to find themselves 
famous. In the newly mowed, newly 
cleaned, much revisited plot of land 
below the bluff 
hill of the Drury 


grounds, they would recognize a re- 
newed Interest in themselves, as well 
as in their resting place. It is probable 
that not in all the last 20 years together 
have there been more visitors to the 
little cemetery than there have been 
this summer, since the agitation for a 
park brought the long neglected spot 
into prominence once more. Perhaps 
good reason why, since until the recent 
"cleaning up" which the place under- 
went, entrance was almost impossible 
from the heavy growth of weeds that 
blocked the gate and hid the graves. 
There has been so much said and writ- 
ten about the cemetery of late that 
isn't so, that it is of interest to recall 
here some of the intersting bits of his- 
tory suggested by the present situation 
* * * # 


One who visits the cemetery now 


would not recognize in it the dreary 
waste -of misplaced tombstones, over- 
grown weeds and worn out tin cans 
that greeted the eye there a year ago. 
Then the place was given over to every 
brand of devastation known to the 
living or to the dead. 
* * * * 


There was no need to seek there for 


the left hind foot of a cross-eyed rab- 
bit caught at midnight on a murderer's 
grave in order to receive a nervous 
shock. Looking over the cemetery 
fence would do it. There in keeping of 
the neglected dead reposed the most 
motly collection of refuse that ever 
adorned the final homes of men. There 
were broken bed springs, empty cans, 
overused furniture, skeletons of vari- 
ous once living things, empty whiskey 
and beer bottles, everything that the 
world regards as the last end of noth- 
ingness. All this was mingled with the 
long, unkempt grass, the rank weeds, 
the overthrown gravestones, and the 
poison ivy. The cemetery as it was a 
few months ago was an unanswerable 
argument in favor of cremation. 
* * * « 


As it is today it is an unanswerable 


argument in favor of a public park. 
* « * » 


Viewed as a cemetery, as a. silent his- 


tory of former human activity, there 
are probably not more than two or 
three people in the city today who un- 
derstand the old cemetery at all. Its 
story is not told to every casual stran- 
ger wbo may curiously try to deciper 
the inscriptions. The weather of the 
years has effaced so much that many 
names can not be read without the aid 
of memory to fill in the missing spaces. 


» * * * 


There are in the cemetery between 


140 and 150 gravestones, but we do not 
know how many graves. Some stones 
bear half a dozen names, and many 
graves are 
unmarked. 
The oldest 


stone is that which bears the name of 
Nabby Darling, who died. March 9, 1802 
in the 2d year of her age. Next comes 
W! 'iam, son of David and 
Abigail 


Darling, who died March 15, i8'!3, in the 
4th year of, his aga. A period of over 
70 years is inclu.lc.J between the date 
of the first and lasr stones, the last 
being that which bears the name of 
Jeremiah Colgrove 2d, who died Aug- 
ust 18, 1873.

One centenarian is buried there, Peter 


Mallery, who died March 2, 1842, at the 
age of 101 years. As a boy he saw the 
royal governor of Massachusetts and 
the royal governor of New York uniting 
their wit£ to prepare to resist the ex- 
pected invasions of the French into 
their colonies, long before the Revolu- 
tion was dreamed of.

Three revolutionary soldiers are buried 
there, 
Jeremiah 
Colgrove, Thomas 


Waterman, and Salmon Temple. On 
the grave of the latter is a marker 
authorized by the Sons of th£ American 
Revolution but the other graves are 
not thus designated.

Many stones are there bearing names 


of families which in the early days did 
much for the growth of the community, 
and some of which stand today for 
men of local prominence. Merely 10 
name them is almost to give a brief 
history of North dams. There are Cady 
and Daman, Darby, Darling, 
Gould, 


Hawks, Manchester, Parker, Pierpont, 
Bmilh, Stearns, Colegrove, 
Tempje, 


Tinker, Walley, "Waterman, and ^il- 
,J>ur. There are 23 stones bearing the 
name of Darling, representing four 
generations of the family.

The number of the quaint epitaphs 


that meek the visitor to many old ceme 
tevies is small, but there are a 
fe\v 


which carry the sardonic humor or 
literal faith peculiar to Revolutionary 
perioc epitaph-writers.

FRAKED FOE THEM. 


A SOLDIER'S STORY OF PRESIDENT 


LINCOLN AND BOYS IN BLUE. 


As Envelope That I* Store V«loat>le Than 


the Beat Stamp In Any Collection—The 
Soldier Who Wouldn't Tell Lincoln a 
IA'j. 


"Let this go. 
A. LINCOUJ." 


Unless it baa been destroyed there is 


tn a home in Fond da Lac county, Wis., 
n soldier letter in an envelope bearing 
the above words, signed by the great war 
president. 


Frank King was a Lamarfcine boy, 


fresh from the farm, and a character 
our whole company took to kindly from 
the first. 


When the army was camped in Vir- 


ginia, near Washington, the winter of 
1861-2, it was a common practice with 
the soldiers, when they got a pass, to 
visit the city to buy a package of en- 
velopes and call at the capitol, send in 
for their senator or representative and 
get him to frank them. 


One of our boys came back to oamp 


in high feather. He bad two packages 
of envelopes—one franked by Senator 
James K. Doolitt-te, npw a Chicago law- 
yer, the other by the late Senator T. O. 
Howe, who succeeded Captain James aa 
postmaster general in President Arthur's 
cabinet For 20 years senators and mem- 
bers have been givyjg a good deal of 
their time to helping the soldiers with 
their pension claims. If they have dona 
it as willingly and pleasantly as they 
used to frank envelopes for the boys, 
they mnst be pretty nearly angels. 


"Yon fellows, there, are making a 


big blast over getting a couple of sena- 
tors to frank yonr envelopes," said 
Frank King. "Just yon wait till yon see 
me come back from Washington with 
the president's name on some letter cov- 
ers." 


Within a few days Frank King and 


Harry Dunn, who for years after the 
war was a Chicago business man, went 
to the city. They called at the White 
House. It was easier to see the president 
then than it is now. At certain hours 
of the day a soldier eonld reach the 
chief executive with fully as mnch ease 
as a senator can in these later years. 


King was the ringleader. Approach- 


ing the guard, he said: "We want to 
lee Mr. Lincoln. Please stand aside and 
let ns pass." 


"Who are you, and what is your busi- 


ness?" 


' 'Yon tell old Abe we have charge of 


a regiment over on Arlington Heights 
and want to see him on an important 
matter. He'll let us in." 


"Where are your shoulder straps?" 
"We came over in our everyday 


clothes. Come, we are in a hurry. Lei 
QS go in and see Mr. Lincoln." 


The parley had attracted the attention 


of the president. The door swung open 
and the good natnred chief of the nation 
smiled upon the cheeky yonug fellows 
and bade them step right in. 


"What can I do for yon, my men?" 
"Mr. Lincoln, I want yon to frank 


these envelopes," said King. 


"Better get your congressman to do 


that." 


"I'd much rather have you do it, Mr. 


Lincoln. The folks at home would like 
to see yonr name ca iu/ letters." 


"I'll fix one of them. Take the rest 


to your congressman. Who is he?" 


"I don't know*" 
"Where is your home?" 
"Lamartine, Fond du Lao county, 


Wis." 


"That is my friend Scott Sloan's dis- 


trict. You go to Mr. Sloan. He will fix 
the rest of them." 


The president shook hands with the 


two privates, asked them to be brave 
soldiers and wished them a safe return 
to their western homes. 


Frank couldn't make bis tentmatea 


believe that the president had written: 
"Let this go. A. Lincoln." But the next 
day he wrote a Jotter to bis father. The 
name of Lincoln was personally exam- 
ined by all of the neighbors. 


In January, 1864, our regiment was 


in Washington on the way home, having 
re-enlisted—"veteranized," 
as 
they 


called it. In company with two others 
I went to the White House. The presi- 
dent shook hands witb us, thanked us 
for swearing in for three years more and 
expressed the hope that we would have 
a nice visit on our veteran furlough. 


"Mr. President," said Jones—Ed 


Jones—"you franked a letter for one of 
the boys in our company, Frank King. 
I wish you would frauk one for ma" 


"Odd as it may seejxi, yon are ths 


second soldier to make such a request. 
3o both are of the same company? Very 
well." 


On Jones' envelope he wrote "A. 


Lincoln, President," and as he handed 
it back he asked what had become of 
that other man who had asked him to 
pass a letter. 


"HO was killed at Gettysburg." 
I shall never forget the look of sad- 


ness in the president's faco when the 
answer was given, and it had not disap- 
peared when we left the room. 


"Jones, what did you tell him about 


King for? Did you see how it pained 
him?" 


"What did ha ask about him for? Do 


you suppose I was going to lie to a man 
I would die for?" was Jones' indignant 
reply.—Chicogp Times-Herald.

"A PALATIAL HOUSEBOAT." 


UleneapolU Man Will Drift Down 


the MiBMi»«lppi on Oae. 


Herbert G. Wllcox of Minneapolis 


lias had built for an autumn trip down 
the Mississippi one of the finest house- 
boats ever turned out by local work- 
men. 


Two years ago Mr. Wilcox, accom- 


panied by Mrs. Wilcox, W. O. Nesbitt 
of St. Louis and the Misses Alice and 
Louisa Nesbitt, bought a roughly con- 
structed houseboat at Minneapolis and 
went'to New Orleans on it, covering 
the distance by means of towing and 
drifting. They found this trip one of 
the most delightful any of them bad 
ever experienced, and it was deckled 
that with a houseboat constructed aft- 
er rather more luxurious plans, fur- 
nished with its own propulsive power 
and properly furnished with screens 
and awnings for the decks such a jour- 
ney woulfl be superior to any other 
form of recreation, says the St. Lonis 
Post-Dispatch. 


A houseboat has therefore been btiilt 


24 feet long by 10 feet wide. It is 
built in two floors, the lower contain- 
ing a dining .room, sitting room and 
kitchen and the upper four tolerably 
commodious bedrooms. The scow upon 
which the house stands is of oak, 
rounded bow and stern instead of 
square, as most houseboats are. The 
hull of the craft is being painted bright 
green and the upper works white, but 
the interior is to be very hancL-oraely 
finished. The dining room will be lin- 
ished in rosewood, with a number of 
mirrors arranged in such a way as to 
create pleasing space illusions. The 
dining taMe, chairs and other furni- 
ture will match the woodwork. The 
sitting room, which is the most spa- 
cious apartment on the lower deck, ia 
to be done in mahogany, and here also 
a number of mirrors will be introduced 
to heighten the effect. The kitchen 
ebows a very convenient and compact 
arrangement of lockers and closets. 


On the upper deck the bedrooms are 


of white oak interior, the hangings 
and general furnishings being in cor- 
respondingly light colors, one room 
having a green tone, another blue, an- 
other red and the fourth white and 
gold. Brass beds are to be put in each 
room, and the effect when all is com- 
plete will be exceedingly pretty. Mr. 
Wilcox expects to have his boat launch- 
ed in a few days, and the start down 
river will be made on Sept. 10, accord- 
ing to present plans. The same party 
Will go as participated in. the former 
trip. 


"Few people seem to appreciate the 


beauties of the Mississippi," said Mr. 
Wilcox. "I have made three trips to 
New Orleans in the fall, and in my 
opinion there is no more beautiful 
scenery in the world than that to be 
found on the big river. In the autumn, 
Just as foliage begins to change, there 
Is a constant panorama of exquisite 
color all the way down. . Such a trip 
cannot be properly appreciated if made 
In a hurry, but on a houseboat with the 
proper conveniences It can be made 
with the greatest pleasure and profit." 


The Wilcox houseboat will have a 


gasoline engine and a paddle wheel at 
the stern so that the craft will be in- 
dependent. The speed attained will 
not be over three miles an hour, but 
this is considered sufficient for all prac- 
tical purposes.

THE CRrMINAL'CUCKOO. " 


Be fa tbe One Exception to tbe Kind- 


ly Nature of Birds. 


Bad temper and cruelty are perhaps 


the most obvious signs of mental de- 
generation in the beasts. The larger 
monkeys, for instance, become as bad 
tempered as a violent man when they 
grow old, and many in their treatment 
of other animals are cruel as we use 
the -word in regard to man. Among 
the carnivorous beasts the cat amuses 
itself by torturing a mouse, and the 
weasel tribe kill for sheer love of kill- 
ing. No such cruelty is seen among 
eagles or falcons. Fierce as their tem- 
pera are, they do not torment other 
birds which they catch or kill'for kill- 
ing's sake. Good temper Is general 
among birds. 


Except the cuckoo, such a thing as 


nn ill tempered wild bird is unknown. 
Nowhere In the race can a temper like 
that of the Tasmanian devil or the 
wild hunting dog or the Cape buffalo 
or the baboon be found. Even those 
which in spring are thieves and egg 
robbers are not mauvais coucheurs at 
other times. Good temper and good 
fellowship in society, a personal affec- 
tion to each other to which the beasts 
offer no parallel, Industry and inde- 
pendence, intense devotion and fore- 
sight In tending their young, with oth- 
er very human and engaging traits o£ 
character, must all be credited to tbe 
race of birds. 


Among these kindly and simple na- 


tures the cuckoo is a monster. Let 
there be no mistake on this subject. 
He unites In his life and character, 
from the egg to the adult bird, prac- 
tices and principles to which the whole 
race of warm blooded animals offers no 
parallel. He is an outrage on the mor- 
al law of bird life, something so fla- 
grant and so utterly foreign to the way 
of thought of these kindly beings that 
if he did not exist he would be Incon- 
ceivable. It Is not merely that he Is a 
supplanter and a changeling. His 
whole nature Is so evil that in the 
world of birds he is an incarnation of 
the principle of ill, an embodiment of 
vices which would if understood or 
adopted by other birds put an end to 
the existence of the race. — London 
Spectator. 


TRAINING WATCHDOGS. 


Tlie Method That Is Used by a 
Ger- 


man Instructor. 


Although it Is generally believed that 


watchdogs are "to the manner born," 
It seems that a certain amount of train- 
Ing helps very much to turn out a real- 
ly good one. This system of gaining 
has developed into a regular business 
in Berlin, where one Herr Straus has 
an academy from which watchdogs 
are turned out by the hundred every 
year. 


His system is educational and Is ap- 


plied to almost every kind of dog. He 
first teaches the animal obedience by 
training it to perform certain "tricks" 
at command and then trains it to dis- 
tinguish between ,a visitor and a bur- 
glar and what part of a man's body 
should be attacked to render the man 
helpless. 


Outside of th,e gate the trainer places 


a dummy representing the burglar, and 
to the latch is attached a string. By 
means of the string the gate is opened 
Blowly, until the head of the dummy 
becomes visible, when the dog is 
taught to fly at its throat. Herr Straus 
Is very particular about this. He makes 
his dogs attack the throat or the upper 
part of the body always. Sometimes a 
real man well padded takes the place 
of the dummy, and of course he is well 
paid for his services. 


All dogs, it seems, may be made good 


watchdogs, but the St. Bernards and the 
Russian wolfhounds are the best where 
property of great value is to be guard- 
ed. For dogs not so fierce as they are 
a different system of training Is used. 
They soon learn to guard anything 
committed to their care, but are not ao 
quick to attack an Intruder as the 
fiercer dogs are.—Philadelphia Times.

fiOAD TO OAPITAL IN FAIS OEDEE. 


C. F. Moore, an Old Employee of Sir 


Robert Hnrt, Describes the Obsta- 
cles In the Way—Few nouses to Bo 
Found Between tbe Cities—Envi- 
rons About Pclttns. 
Among the residents of Victoria, B. 


C., Is one upon whom the news of the 
massacre at Peking falls with intense- 
ness, for among those thought to be 
slain are many of his friends, says 
the Chicago Record. This man, 0. F. 
Moore, is an old employee of Sir Rob- 
ert Hart, chief of the Chinese customs. 


Mr. Moore Is very familiar with the 


road between Tlen-tsin and Peking, 
over which the allies will soon attempt 
to force their way, and he describes the 
scenes en route as folows: A mile up the 
river where it forks and at an angle 
the late Viceroy Li Hung Chang's 
yamen is situated. Near IB the Erench 
consulate, a picturesque group of 
buildings pleasantly situated, com- 
manding a view of two reaches of the 
animated river scene. Nearly opposite 
tbe French consulate are the famous 
salt heaps, or mounds, capable of 
being utilized and formed Into massive 
forts, as the materials consist of mil- 
lions of bags of salt 
The Chinese 


arsenal, which, was captured and re- 
captured a few days ago, lies back a 
couple of mites. The building known 
as the treaty josshouse, where Lord 
Elgin's treaty was signed in 1838, Is 
dedicated to ocean mythology or Its 
Influences. It lies about half a mile 
from the native walled city of Tien- 
tsin. 


The road to Peking is in full order, 


suitable for the passage of troops, 
lying a part of the dKtanoe along 
the river bank. Twenty-five miles trav- 
el brings one to clumps of foliage in

which the mud town of Yang Tsun 
lies—one lonely street, full of inns 
more or less bad, and which one is 
glad to leave for Hoo-Shih-woo, some 
25 miles farther on. 


The continuous flat surface presents 


Itself to Chiang-Chili-Wan, a walled 
place, some 30 miles distant. A like 
sight of dense foliage relieves the eye 
and marks the town. 
Between the 


towns but few houses present them- 
selves, and so the traveler in times of 
peace had to reach the towns before 
shelter could be obtained. 


The walled town of Chiang-Chill- 


Wan is of considerable size. It lies a 
little off the Pei-Ho and is distant 
from Tung Chow about 20 miles. Tnng 
Chow, the terminus of the waterway 
from Poking to Taku, is a large and 
well kept town, having fine and well 
kept inns, the habitat of quite a nurn- 
ber of American, English and other 
missionaries. 


Prom Tung Chow to Sha-Ho-Men, 


the entrance gate of the first of three 
ivalls which guard the capital, is about 
light miles along a stone causeway of 
dome width, in very bad condition ow- 
ing to the years that have elapsed since 
repairs were last made. The first line 
of wall is not formidable. From Sha- 
Ho-Men to llaitnmen, the second wall, 
la about a couple of mSles, and the 
wall here appears of great strength. 
The gateways are high and Imposing. 
Artillery, however, has only to contend 
against a brick casing of front and 
back, the inside being a mixture of 
cement and earth. A broad porcelain 
ditch runs around the city, some GO 
feet across. The environs about Po- 
sing are mostly of monumental tombs, 
tempfes and the summer palace.

fTent», Sleeping O*W« Folfliaar Bed* 


mad Many Other Thing* Provided 
Por CutnvliiK Out—Latc»t In Canty 
Cooklui; DtenrtlM Are Cooking Kits 
of Aluminium. 
As this is the season for camping out 


tbe following article will be of timely 
Interest to hunters, fishermen and 
those who enjoy living out In the 
woods: 


Camping out things have of course 


long been articles of sale by the deal- 
ers in sportsmen's goods, but there 
never was a time before when they 
were offered In such variety and o.f 
such perfect adaptability to their use 
as now, says the New York Sun. Of 
tents there is a great variety of all 
kinds and styles and sizes for from 
two men up, and if these tents are not 
Sn stock the dealer makes any of them 
to order within 24 hours. There are 
camp stoves and cap ovens and various 
camp cooking utensils. 
Among the 


new things in this line are the cooking 
kits of aluminium, which are wonders 
of lightness and compactness. 
Such 


kits are made of various sizes for from 
two persons upward. 


An aluminium cooking kit and camp 


outfit for six persons occupies when 
packed for transport a space little if 
any greater than that taken up by any 
ordinary water bucket 
Such a kit 


contains four palls nesting snugly to- 
gether and each provided with a cover 
and a bail. There are in the kit knive.8 
and forks and spoons and cups and 
plates and coffeepot and frying pans— 
everything that could be needed for the 
convenience and comfort of the camp- 
ers—and everything made so that it 
will go inside the Innermost of the nest 
of pails. The frying pens are ingen- 
iously contrived to be used with a pole 
handle, which is cut at the camp and 
inserted in the handle of the frying 
pan, so that the cook doesn't have to 
bend down over the fire In the smoke, 
but can with his long handled frying 
pan stand up straight and away from 
the heat and manipulate the pan In 
comfort. 


The hunter or fisherman who camps 


out can of course build a bed for him- 
self with crotched sticks and poles, or 
he can make a bed of boug-hs upon 
which to spread his blankets, or he can 
buy a sleeping outfit that can be made 
ready for use in much less time than 
he could build a bed from nature's ma- 
terials and that would at the same 
time give'-him In the midst of nature 
absolute luxury besides being when not 
In use light and portable to a high de- 
gree. 


Folding camp beds have long been 


made, but th§y are made nowadays 
lighter and to" do up in completer form 
than ever. One can buy a. camp bed 
very comfortable to sleep on that will 
do up ft>r transportation Into a light 
bundle 8 feet long by 6 inches square, j 
If he wants something more comforta- | 
ble still, he can buy an air mattress ' 
which can be quickly inflated and i 
Which, deflated, makes a roll 30 Inches } 
In length by 5 Inches in diameter. 1 
Sleeping bags, which not many years \ 
ago were articles of limited sale and 
which, when used, were more likely to 
be supplied by the guides, are nowa- 
days made in variety and sold in con- 
siderable numbers. They are lined 
with furs of various kinds or with 
lamb's wool or blankets, heavy or light, 
sleeping" bags being made for use in 
any climate. Sleeping bags may be 
costly or inexpensive, according to the 
materials of which they are made. 


There are camp chairs of various 


kinds, old and new, and tables like- 
wise, all highly portable, a table for 
four people, for example, being made 
to fold into a bundle 3 feet long and 4 
Inches thick one way by G the other. A 
modern sort of contraption is a pocket 
ax, e. useful little implement that can 
be dropped in a pocket or in one's boot 
leg. The pocket ax has a pivoted guard 
that can be closed down over its edge 
as the handle of a razor Is closed over 
Its edge, this for the protection of the 
carrier and to protect the edge itself. 
When the ax is used, the guard is 
thrown back on its pivot to shut into 
the handle out of the way, flush with 
the handle's surface. 


Tb^re are compasses, of course, the 


modern camp compass being put into 
a nickel case like a watch case, most 
convenient to carry and use. There are 
waterproof matchboxes and so on. 


The camper out can also get In the 


sporting goods establishments food In 
considerable variety, this being, like 
the sportsman's camp equipage, food 
put up in the compactest form possible. 
He can buy in a cylindrical paper box 
of the size of a quart measure and very 
UgTit to carry, in the form of a powder, 
the yolks of six dozen eggs. In a form 
somewhat like that of a dynamite car- 
tridge, six inches in length by an inch 
or an inch and a half in diameter, can 
be bought in this highly condensed 
form peas sufficient to make two or 
three gallons of pea soup. Potatoes 
and other vegetables can be bought 
condensed. In a box not much larger 
than that of a penny box of matches 
are sold a dozen capsules of beef ex- 
tract so condensed that one of them 
Will make a quart of bouillon. There 
are soups and other foods, highly con- 
centrated, put up In little blocks the 
plze of yeast cakes that when prepared 
will yield a meal, so that it is quite 
possible for the man who is going 
camping put to carry along in very lit- 
tle space food as well if he so desires 
for supplies until he begins to get hl3 
own or to guard against an emergency 
or for ekinc out other sunnlles.

Incident* In the Career of "Father 


Bill" Curtis. 


The late William B. Ourtia was the 


founder of the Fresh Air club, and he 
met his death upon one of Its regular 
outings. Every summer members of 
ihe club make a three weeks' tour 
through the White mountains. This 
time when they left, a few days ago, 
Mr. Curtis was accompanied by Allen 
Ormsby, Fred Ilgen, A. Hennen and 
Professor Parker. They were to have 
been joined at Fabyans by 10 or 12 
members of the Appalachian club of 
Boston. It was to be a Joint tour. 


WIDiam B. Curtis was an editor of 


The Spirit of the Times. 
He was 


looked upon as the father of American 
athletics, says the New York Herald. 
He founded the New York Athletic 
club in 1868 and the Fresh Air club In 
1878. In bis youth he was a famous 
athlete. 
Some of his records have 


never been broken. He had a record 
for the 300 yard sprint race, for the 
hammer throw and some sculling rec- 
ords. On one occasion he lifted nearly 
two tons. Others of his feats of mus- 
eular strength were quite as remark* 
able. 


He was an active competitor In ath- 


letic sports until 1882 and won race* 
from scratch in 60 yards, 100 yards, 
200 yards, one-quarter mile running, 
120 yard hurdle, one mile walk, run- 
ning high jump, running broad Jump, 
throwing hammer and 56 pound weight, 
tug of war; inrowlng, at "single sculls, 
double sculls, pair oared, four oared 
and sis: oared; swimming, 100 yards 
and 200 yards; skating, one-half mile 
and mile, and all round gymnastic com- 
petitions. He won championships and 
established best on records at 60 and 
100 yards running, throwing hammer 
and 50 pound weight, tug of war; row- 
ing single scull, double scull and four 
oared; lifting heavy weight and put- 
ting up dumbbells. 


He was referee of the New York, 


Athletic club from the foundation ofi 
the club and for 25 years refereed the 
games of the Intsrsoholastic associa-, 
tlon. He was referee of the Yale andj 
Harvard games for 15 years. In 1868 
Mr. Curtis made a lift In harness of! 
8,239 pounds, the most remarkable per- 
formance of the kind on record, with' 
the possible excefition of J. W. Kenne- 
dy's lift of 8,242 pounds at Lynn, 
Mass.. In 1892.

COUNTING THE PEOPLE. 


How the British Censna of 1901 'Will 


Be Taken. 


The first of the army of 50,000 offi- 


cials who will have the task of count- 


j Ing the population of Great Britain in 


1901 have been already appointed, says 
the London Daily Mail. 
These aie 


merely subordinate clerks, but their 
appointment records the beginning of 
the great work on which the status of ' 
every hamlet, village, town, city and 
county is Great Britain is fixed for an- 
other decade. 


A year hence the census office, a de- 


partment of the registrar general's of- 
fice, will be hard at work arranging 
and compiling the schedules gathered 
from every inhabited spot of England, 
Scotland and Wales. Before that time, 
however, a vast amount of preliminary 
work has to be done. For the purposes 
of the census Great Britain Is divided 
Into 640 districts, each under a super- 
intendent registrar. Each district will 
contain from 10 to 12 subdistricts, ap- 
proximately absut 2,000 iri all, and ev- 
ery subdistrirt is again divided into 
enumeration districts numbering in 
round figures some 40,000. 


The schedules will be distributed by 


the enumerators, one enumerator to 
each enumeration district, during the 
week preceding Sunday. March 31, 
1001. On that day every ooeapier of a 
dwelling will be'NQuired to fill up the 
schedule, which will be called for on 
the following day by the enumerator. 
The details of information required by 
the census taker are neither volumi- 
nous nor prolix—the name, sex, age, 
occupation, condition, married or sin- 
gle, and birthplace of every person In 
the house and whether blind, deaf, 
dumb, Imbecile or lunatic; whether 
more or less than five rooms constitute 
the dwelling and In Wales and Scot- 
land whether any person speaks Welsh 
or Gaelic only.

| charge of the bureau of American eth- 
nology of the Smithsonian institution, 
'Bald in the course of a recent Inter- 
1 view with the Washington correspond- 
•eat of the New York Bon on the sub- 
iject of the OWaamon and the present 
difficulties in China: 
' "Aside from any temporary success 
'or failure that may come to th« anna 
of the Boxers, there cau be but one re- 
sult of the present disturbances so fat 
as the Chinaman himself is concerned. 
In his attempt to drive out the foreign 
devil he is opposing a power greater 
than the combined fleets and armies ot 
the powers themselves; he is acting 
'In opposition to the same power that IB 


t urging these powers on. And he must 
fall. 


1 "The Chinaman Is opposed to prog- 
INBS. He must progress. He wants to 
'do as his father did, to live aa his fa- 
^er liyed. He cannot do as his father 
Idld, nor can he live as his father lived. 
'Call it criminal aggrescton, call It ev» 
lution, call it what you will, but as 
Burely as death follows life, as surely 
as the waters run down to the seas, so 
! surely must the strong man triumph 
over the weak, so surely must the 
'weaker civilization and the inferior 
man go down in the greatest of all 
| struggles,, the race of the races. 


I "The better to realize just why the 
Chinaman must and will follow this 
| law and eventually go under, It is bet- 
ter, perhaps, to go back a little. There 
is much sclentlSc basis for the belief 
that all -mankind was not begotten of 
a common ancestry, that one mated 
pair were not the parents of the white, 
or European, races; the yellow, or Asi- 
atic, races; the Ted, or American, races, 
and the black, or African, races. On 
the contrary, It is probable that they 
were evolved in point of time in the 
order named, the white man having 
'come first into the world, the yellow 
man second, ttie red man third and the 
black man last. Measured by almost 
any standard that can be applied, this 
classification holds. 
' "Now, man, as we know, starts far 
down in the scale, both physically and 
intellecl^iany. He ascends, slowly at 
first, but his movement is always np- 
iward. Through his senses he learns, 
and as these grow more acute or better 
evolved his brain grows larger. The 
•longer any race continues on earth, 
other things being equal, the greater 
Ithe evolution, the bigger the brain, the 
stronger the muscle, the longer the life 
'and the better the man. A mixing of 
'the peoples, brought about first by 
war, afterward through peace, is bene- 
ificial. 
' "With greater pcrfectlor! nt -the arts 
[iind means of communication and with 
quicker mixing the civilisation seems 
to become cumulative. It has been 
thus with the white man. His race la 
,the oldest, _he is furthest evolved. His 
brain is the largest in the world, his 
body is the strongest among men and 
the combination between brain and 
body is finer ip him than in other men. 
It is needless to say that he knows 
more, can learn faster and can do more 
In a day than his nearest competitor, 
the yellow man. His life is far longer, 
and his constitution IB Immeasurably 
'stronger. In the qualities of which I 
speak, the qualities indispensable to 
individual aud national greatness, the 
English people are ahead of any other 
European nation, while the people of 
the United States lead the world. 


"Since their creation the Chinese, 


the Indians and the negroes have been 
progressing. With the Chinamen, as 
with other men, this progress through 
Its first stages has been slow. In con- 
sequence he is today a small skuljed 
and small brained man. Physically he 
is small because almost perpetual peace 
has left him alone to multiply. He is one 
of the most perfect machines, but that 
portion of him that thinks, that origi- 
nates, that plans and Invents, Is lack- 
ing. 
1 "Left alone, his race In time would 
'evolve a high civilization. 
Internal 


'wars and famine would eventually kill 
out the weaker and more peaceful. A 
higher and still higher state of civiliza- 


(tion would co-me about, for nothing 
that Is good dies. In his attempt to 
Imitate his father he would do better 
'than his father has done. The brain 
of the best Chinamen would continue 
to grow larger. The weaker brained, 
weaker muscled men would continue 


die. 
"But the empire must die, and the 


present day Chinaman must pass 
away. His race has mixed too little, 
has progressed too slowly. 
It must 


mix quicker, grow quicker, or perish, 
for the mixed peoples and the strong 


i peoples will Inherit the earth. 
The 


'chance will not and cannot be given 
'the Chinaman to work out his salva- 
Itlon alone." 
j "Why not?' was asked. 


J "I am not discussing the question in 
ilts ethical phases," said Professor Mc- 
Gee. "In the struggle of mankind the 
.right to hold is the might to hold. No 
[Chinese wall can be built round the 
<emplre unless back of it there stands 
a man superior to the one who would 
climb over It If the wall was there, 
we would find men of greater muscle, 
'of greater brain and of greater skill 
pressing against it 
These men are 


actuated by the same instincts and the 
same desires that have ever dominated 
ttm i.,--.- 
— , 
T*,'. Tt-Viitii man Is 


Ktrongef, narBTBT, HBrer snamorrirt m 
every way than the man behind the 
wall. He has a third more brain than 
the man behind the wall. With brain 
and muscle combined he can accom- 
plish from two to ten times aa much. 
He will live 30 years, and the man on 
the inside will only live 23. There it 
needod for him only the incentive of 
advancement and gain, and he will 
break dowa the wall. As we all know, 
that lies within. And In he must go 
and will."

"In the world's economy," was the 


reply, "there is a place for the Chlna- 
mau, as there is for the Indian aud the 
negro. We havt r-^en how contact with 
the world's strongest civilization has 
affected the Indian. So jauch for even- 
tualities. It is through the sweat of 
his brow that the Chinaman can hope 
longest to pej-Betuate his race. 
He 


must be taught to use tools, bow to 
sow and to reap, how to work in the 
home and in the mill, how to dig in 
the mines and toil in the factories. He 
must go to work and develop his king- 
dom; 
he must build and help operate 


the railroads and telegraph lines and 
factories neccsbary to that end. In 
doing these things his brain and body 
will grow. The money of his stronger 
brother will induce him to work at 
first, and more money will keep htm at 
work, for by natur? $e is thrifty and 
Industrious. 


"In the immediate future there lies 


bnt little hope of Christianity's doing 
the Chinaman any good. The reason 
for this is that you cannot Christianize 
the present day Chinaman. He is emi- 
nently unfitted as a subject for Chris- 
tian mlsslnjtjry work, for he cannot 
conceive or }3fa;fe up to the fundamental 
concept ot Christianity—the golden rule. 
Mohammedanism, the doctrine of the 
fire and sword- and of a material Mec- 
ca, will convert thousands among the 
people of the Chinaman's grade of in- 
telligence where jjthe precepts and dog- 
mas of Christianity fall utterly to con- 
vert. The Chinaman's brain Is not np 
toft 


"In time a different state of affairs 


will come about The white man is 
going into China, and will continue to 
go in, government policies, etc., to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The stron- 
ger and more progressive of the China- 
men will take to the new ideas. The 
weaker and more decaCeiit of the Chi- 
nese coming into contact with their 
stronger brethren and with the white 
man will die. The race will improve, 
and followlnc the lines of least resist- 
ance will push out into Asia and other 
parts of the world. The Chinese will 
mix with one another and with for- 
eigners, and that portion of them who 
are fit to survive will in the agea to 
come form part of the great cosmop- 
olite race which will dwell on the 
earth. Whatever there is that is good 
in China will remain to humanity. 


"It Is commonly feared that the 


peace of the world and the predomi- 
nance of the white man will be endan- 
gered if tools and arms are put into tho 
hands of the Celestial. 
This fear is 


groundless. The Chinaman Is handi- 
capped by the white man In brain, in 
muscle. In knowledge, in intelligence 
and in years. He can never catch up, 
for even as he progresses the white 
man must continue to go ahead and 
away from him. No, the white race 
has naught bnt gain coming from tho 
betterment of the Chinese people. The 
United &tij*es especially will profit 
greatly both now and in all time to 
come by the creation of a mighty hive 
of wealth prod-acing Industry in the 
east 


"The Chinaman must have men of a 


higher skill to make tools for him at 
first and afterward to direct him in 
using those tools. To make wealth he 
will have to spend it also. The poten- 
tial demand for manufactured goods 
in China is inestimable. Once started, 
this demand will outrun any possible 
domestic supply for years to come. 
Nor will the higher paid American 
craftsman be ruined by Chinese cheap 
labor on the day that China's products 
come in competition with onr own. A 
low grade man must do low grade la- 
bor. The toll and drudgery of today 
Will be passed by the American crafts- 
man on to the Chinaman of tomorrow, 
and the American will seek and find a 
higher plane of employment 


"From the Chinaman militant there 


Is little to fear. A low grade man 
makes a low grade fighter. The_ per- 
sonnel of an army is what counts. Be- 
fore the Chinese soldier comes up to 
the plane of our present American vol- 
unteer the white race will have cov- 
ered the earth." 


It was suggested that the recent his- 


tory of the Japanese showed what the 
Chinaman might do if a fighting spirit 
is aroused in him. 


"Ah," said Professor McGee, "it Is 


right there that you are reckoning 
without your host! The Chinaman has 
not the brain; the Jap has. It is not 
generally known that in proportion to 
his size and weight the Japanese has 
the largest brain among men. In point 
of absolute fact, the weight of the 
American's brain Is greatest among 
men, but relatively that of tie Jap la 
greatest. The Chinaman must grow 
to both body and brain; the Jap is just 
now developing his body by work. 
When it grows up to his brain, the 
Japanese will bear very close scrutiny 
as an all round man."

NEW STATE ROAD. 


•Nearly a Mile Between Here 


and Adams to be Built 


This Year 


STATE ENGINEER HERE TODAY 


Work Will Begin Within a Short Time. 


Will Probably be Begun at Adams 


Line. All Waivers of Damages 


Secured 


Thei long1 sought for beginning1 of the 


state road between this city and Adams 
will be made by the state highway com- 
mission this summer, work on about a 
mile of road to be begun within a very 
short time. The appropriation of $6,650 
which the state commission has given 
this city will be expended on the Ad- 
ams road, and it is estimated will build 
not quite a mile of road. 


Charles Mills, chief engineer of the 


state highway commission, and Divis- 
ion Engineer Joiner, wno has charge 
of the state roads in this section, were 
in the city this morning, and with Com- 
missioner Temple and City Engineer 
Emig-h, went over the east road to Ad- 
ams, which it is the Dlan ultimately, 
to convert into D- state road. 


The party went from this city down 


Aqliland street, to the- Adams line, 
looking1 over the ground preparatory to 
beginning the work. Cross sections will 
be taken within a few days, to ascer- 
tain the amount of material needed, in 
order to furnish a basis for estimat- 
ing the exact cost of the work. It is 
probable that the road will be built by 
contract, and that bids will be adver- 
tised for within a short time. 


The plan of the state highway com- 


mision is that in time ihe east road, 
from the Fitchburg railroad arch over 
Ashland street to the Adams line, 
which is about half a mile below 
Hodge's cross road, shall be made into 
state road. The road will also be con- 
tinued south in Adams, making- a con- 
tinuous state road from this city to 
that town. All this is matter for fu- 
ture consideration, however. 


It has not yet been decided justwhere 


the road to be built this season will be 
located. 
In view of the plans for a 


continuous road it does not matter 
much. The state will probably begin 
operations, however, either at the Ad- 
ams line, working north, or at the rail- 
road in this city, working south. 


This question will be decided within a 


few days, but it is not improbable that 
the first work will be done- from the 
Adams line. Some would feel it desir- 
able that the first stretch of road be 
built on this end, where it wo>.i!<l l~c~ 
most used, between, the city and t:nj 
cemetery and Hodge's cross road, but 
there would be some advantage in hav- 
ing it begin from the other end. 


The amount allowed this city will 


not build quite a mile of road, it is 
believed, although the road here will 
not be especially expensive to build. 
The exact length cannot be told until 
the cross sections have been secured 
and bids received. 


Although work will have to be pushed 


rapidly in order to enable the road to 
be completed by November 1, at which 
time the state board wishes its work

Special mention 
thou'd also be ma^o of the board cf 
trade, which some time last spring ap- 
pointed a committee to see what could 
be none. 


It is believed that the granting- of this 


will lead the town of Adams to use 
more efforts next year to secure an ap- 
propnation for that town, so that the 
work may be continued to ths south of 
thrt town line. 


The amount allowed this county in 


the allotment was $22,000, Lee receiving 
?i<?,3."0, that town and this cify being 
the only places in the county to re- 
cei1. e state roads this year. 


The amount apportioned for state 


roads in the state at this time is S355,- 
000. Of the 3500,000 appopri'ation, $100,000 
is not available until January 1, the 
purpose being- to use the reserve for 
work in the spring-, before the next 
legislature makes an appropriation. Of 
this ?100,COO Berkshire county will set 
only a little more than 6 per cent as 
its share under the system of appor- 
tionment adopted by the commission, 
which is according to the mileage of 
highway. 


Of th0 remaining' $40,000, $20,000 is 


set ajiart for repairs and. maintenance, 
and 520,000 for assisting towns where no 
state roads have been built, a special 
clause being inserted tor that purpose 
in this year's appropriation bill. 


It is generally estimated that between 


half a mile nnd a mile of road can be 
built for $5000, according to ciraim- 
sta.nces:

Officer Horan 
remained quiet, to see what the man 
would do, and in rummaging about, 
the latter finally almost stumbled over 
the officer.

Officer Horan then turned on the 
electric light which was near, and saw 
his man to be Kronick. The latter 
wilted when tha light was turned on, 
and begged to be* alioxved to go. He 
confessed that he had entered the store 
three times before.

BATES TO WRITE RESOLUTIONS 


Republican State Committee Arranges 


Details For the Gathering. Cau- 


cus Dates Set. Gossip on 


the Alleged Plan to Side- 


track Bates 


The republican state committee held 


a meeting in Boston yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of arranging some 
uf the details of the state convention 
next fall. 


Congressman George P. Lawrence of 


this city was honored by being select- 
•jd to preside over the convention, which 
is called to meet in~the Boston theater, 
Thursday, October 4, at 10 a. m. 


John L. Bates was chosen as the 


chairman of the committee on resolu- 
tions. The lieutenant governor is ex- 
ceeded by no republican in the state in 
his loyalty to President McKinley and 
the policies for which he stands, and 
his selection to head the committee 
which is to draft the platform is a 
sufficient guarantee that there will be 
nothing lukewarm in the endorsement 
to be given the administration. 


The four members-at-large of 
the 


committee will be C. Henry Hutchins 
of Worcester, John D. Gauss of Salem, 
Representative William Schofield 
of 


Maiden and P. H. 
Manning: of Bos- 


ton. 


The caucuses for the selection of dele- 


gates- to the state, congressional, coun- 
cillor, senatorial and county conven- 
tions are to be held either on Monday, 
September 24, or Tuesday, September 
25, as the local committees may de- 
termine. 


The congressional conventions this 


year will be called upon, in addition to 
nominating candidates for congress, to 
designate candidates for 
presidential 


electors, two in each district. As these 
are to be voted for at large, however, 
it is held to be necessary that they be 
formally nominated or indors-ed by the 
state convention. Hence the state com- 
mittee wishes it understood that the 
several congressional district conven- 
tions this year must be held prior to the 
state convention. 


Monday and Tuesday, October 1 and 


2 repectively, were fixed as the dates 
of the representative caucuses, the lo- 
cal committees being 
permitted to 


choose between the two. The appor- 
tionment for the state caucuses is the 
same as that in effect when the state 
and congressional caucuses were held 
last spring, preliminary to the national 
convention. 


The chief topic of discussion among 


the party leaders was the report of the 
alleged plan of the machine to s-ide- 
track John L. Bates and his guberna- 
torial boom in favor of W, F. Draper of 
Hopedale, whose resignation as am- 
bassador to Italy is now in the nands 
of President McKinley. 


Tire more prominent members of the 


committee were rather wary in the 
matter of expressing for publication an 
opinion on this-interesting1 -u'lipc-t. but 
several of them remarked that they 
"tad heard 
that story before. ' and 


thought that it was just a little bit 
early to trot out as a curr=iit -political 
issue. 


Aside from its posiLble significance 


with reference *.a the governorf-hip, the 


rtsignation of General T>raper from 


his foreign post has furnished the local 
"po;s" with a fruitful thpjne of gosfip 
ard speculation, and it would have 
been hard to conv.'nce sime of those 
around headquarters to-lay that the 
Hcpedale magnate's return to private 
life is to have only a business sequel. 


The selection of lieutenant Governor 


Betes for chairman of the committee 
on resolutions was unanimous, and. it 
is fair to assuma, it is Intended as a 
reply to the ass-it tion that the state 
machine is hostile- to Mr. Bates and 
determined that he shall not attain the 
governorship.
